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BARLEY CONTEST 
RENEWED IN 1948 

Rules and regulations for this 
year’s National Barley contest spon- 
| sored by the brewing and malting 
| industry in 1946 and 1947, and be- 
| ing continued in 1948, will be pre- 
pared within the next two or three 
wecks. T.J. Harrison, chairman of 
the contest committee, has already 
consulted the Manitoba representa. 
tives and this week and next will 
meet representatives of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. 

In effect there will be two con- 
tests in 1948, the first for malting 
barley shipped in  carload lots 
through the ordinary commercial 
channels. This part of the contest 
will carry the inter-provincial or 
national prizes. 

The second will be for growers 
of registered seed of malting vari- 
eties. It will be operated separately 
by cach province. Whether carload 
lots entries will be used in both 
competitions as heretofore is one of 
the points to be settled. Carload en- 
tries will continue in commercial 
shipments. 

One of the other changes will be 
a reduction in number of regional 
prizes, In the contests of 1946 and 
1947 each western province was 
divided into four regions and in 
}each region there were 10° cash 
|} awards, From the 40 regional win- 
ners were picked four provincial 
winners.

72 per cent; Canadian wheat repre- 
sented 82 per cent of the British 
imports: oats 90 per cent; bacon 73 
per cent: cheese 12 per cent, and 
condensed milk 20 per cent. 


TURKEY POULTS MAY BE 
SHORT THIS YEAR 


Alberta's Poultry Commissioner, 
C.W. Traves, warns of a probable 
shortage of turkey poults this year 
and advises farmers who have kept 
turkeys for breeding purposes to 
give these birds extra care and 
feed, so that they can hatch as 
many poults as possible. All breed- 
ing turkeys that are not on a good 
breeding mash should be placed on 
one right away. The birds should 
have a roomy shelter with a good 
bed of straw with breeders’ mash, 
grit, shell and water available all 
the time. A twelve to thirteen hour 
day should be provided by the use 
of artificial lights. Many flocks that 
are being managed in this manner 
are laying now. 

Mr. Traves suggests that farmers 
who are planning to buy poults 
from a hatchery and who have not 
ordered them should do so without 
celay. The supply will not meet the 
demand. Those who have turkeys 
at home for breeding purposes 
should feed and manage them so 
that they can get every possible 
hatching egg from them. Flocks 
that have not been blood tested and 
approved will have to hatch their 
eggs at home. 


DECLARE WAR ON 
WARBLE FLY NOW | 


Warble flies cause great financial | 
loss to cattle producers. Damaged 
hides, reduced gains, loss of milk | 
production and inferior carcass | 
quality all contribute to this loss, | 
which can be largely prevented by | 
thorough application of warble fly 
powder. 

The warble grubs are now be- 
ginning to show up on the backs 
of cattle, and will continue to do 
so until late June or early July. 
In order to kill all the grubs that 
will be emerging in the coming 
months, treatment at monthly in- 
tervals is necessary from now until 
July. A single treatment kills only 
those grubs which are well estab- 
lished in the animal's back at the 
time of treatment. 

Thorough and repeated treat- 
ments are necessary as a single 
grub is capable of developing into 
a fly that can lay 200 eggs which 
may mean 200 more grubs next 
year. Every grub that escapes alive 
is a potential source of worry to the 
cattle and loss to the owner. 

Individual hand treatment with 
derris powder solution is recom- 
mended for herds of less than 100 
head, For larger herds, the use of 
a power sprayer is desirable. Der- 
ris powder preparations for hand 
treatment differ from those suit- 
able for the power spray, and direc- 
tions on the package should be fol- 
lowed. 

The purchase of the necessary 
derris powder now, and thorough 
repeated use of it from now until 
July, is one of the best paying in- 
vestments of time and money that 
can be made.

The $6 support level works 
out at about 140 per cent of the 
parity for flax.

WHEAT COST IN BREAD 

The people of Canada cannot be 
|} too often reminded that in such 
foods as bread the percentage of 
wheat cost is comparatively small 
One pound of wheat makes one 
pound of bread. With one northern 
wheat at one dollar and fifty-eight 
and one-half cents a bushel the 
current price-— there is about three 


and one-third cents of wheat in a} 


twenty ounce loaf. The balance of 


the price of the loaf of bread is 


made up by cost of manufacturing 


wheat into flour, The cost of baking | 


the other ingredients, and the cost 
of distributing the bread. No one 
can say that that the wheat pro- 
ducer's share of the cost of a loaf of 
bread is extravagant. 


OIL BOOM IN 1901 MAY 
NOW PROVE REALITY 


At Pincher Creek, the high pres- 
sure wildcat oil well had still not 
been tested due to failure of some 
of the complicated mechanical 
equipment necessary for a well two 
and a quarter miles deep and with 
pressure of nearly 6,000 pounds per 
square inch at the bottom of the 
hole. 

Oil men in Calgary agreed that 
if Pincher turned out to be an oil 
well, it was likely to be a big one. 

Oil interest at Pincher Creek had 
its beginnings in the days of the re- 
nowned Alberta old-timer, Koo- 
tenai Brown. Kootenai traded his 
pony to some indians for a slough 
whose surface was covered with 
oil. The Indians used to skim the 
surface, and the resulting liquid 
they drank, with beneficial results 
some of them claimed. 

But the pony was of more in- 
terest to them at the time. They 
beat it off into the foothills, and 
Alberta's first boom got underway. 
That was back in 1901. The bub- 
ble burst, but revival of the same 
type of interest has made Alberta 
the largest source of oil in the 
Dominion, About 90 per cent of 
Canadian produced oil comes from 
this province,

PERENNIAL WHEAT 

Work on the development of a 
perennial is proceeding at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. A hardy 
native grass has been crossed with 
wheat and plants produced that 
show perennial characteristics, Sci- 
entists at the university think that 
in the next decade or two a practi- 
cal perennial variety of wheat may 
be produced. 

For a number of years past re- 
ports have emanated from Soviet 
Russia to the effect that perennial 
wheat has been developed in that 
country by scientists 

Wheat was developed from a per- 
ennial grass and changed into an 
annual mainly because of the need 
of meeting the cultural require- 
ments of farm land, the conserving 
of moisture, and the need for high 
production,

TINY TRACTOR CLAIMED 
BOON TO FARMERS 


A new light-weight  six-horse- 
power tractor which its producer 


said “would emancipate the small! 
| farmer” was given its premiere 
| showing recently in New York. 


Joseph W. Frazer, president of 
the Frazer Farm Equipment Corp., 
told distributors and dealers that 
“a farmer using this machine with 
its rotary tiller attachment can pre- 
pare more ground for planting in 
less time than if he used an old- 
fashioned high horse-power tractor 
pulling two 12-inch plows.” 

Smaller than a midget automo- 
bile, the device is labelled — the 
model 7. Jacques-Frazer tractor.” 

Frazer said the air-cooled, air- 
craft type engine was the smallest 
ever to power a tractor in this 
country. It will run one to three 
hours on a gallon of gasoline, he 
said, or after a warm-up can be 
switched to burn kerosene.

HOG PRODUCTION IS PROFITABLE 

Statistical figures released from Ottawa show that 
hog production in Canada is again on the increase, and if 
producers continue to expand the 1941 level may be reach- 
ed next year. 

Continued rise in prices of coarse grains, together 
with the lifting of subsidies, caused many farmers in the 
Didsbury district. as well as the rest of Canada, to dis- 
continue raising hogs and to sell their coarse grains in 
the open market. However, since the boost in hog prices 
last fall it is again profitable for the farmer to raise pigs, 
and recent statistical figures show that more farmers 
have gone back into hog production. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics report shows that 
Alberta farmers in 1947 produced about 80 per cent of the 
1941 record, which was an all-time high for the province, 
and which gave Alberta the distinction of producing more 
pigs than any other province in the Dominion. 

At present prices the raising of hogs in the Didsbury 
district is a profitable venture. The farmer who stayed 
with mixed farming when markets were slipping is the 
man who is now reaping the benefit of increased prices 
today. And it is the favimad in the Didsbury district who 
goes into mixed farming and stays with it year in and 
eet out who will be the most prosperous as the years go 
NV, 


BIGGER FARMS 


According to the 1946 census, Alberta farmers are de- 
creasing in numbers, but the size of farm holdings is in- 
creasing. In 1946 there were 89,600 occupied farms but in 
the 1936 census there were 100,358 occupied farms. The 
drop in farm population in the province is from 400,000 in 
1936 to 334,000 in 1946, but Alberta’s population as a whole 
increased from 772,000 to 803,000. 

Although cultivated farm acreage has increased 
slightly provincially, and production has expanded, the 
trend indicates that small farms are being absorbed into 
hig farms. In 1986 there were 40,444 farms under 200 
acres, Now there are only 28,320. In 1946 there were 7,200 
farms over 1,000 acres in size. 

The trend toward increased acreage in the farm unit 
has been a natural consequence of power farming. Only 
the larger operation can justify the expense of the power 
machinery which is in general use in the country today. 
Large holdings may be more economical in areas where 
grain crops are the main production, but the loss in farm 
population is not so good. 

It means that hundreds of country homes, formerly 
occupied, are now vacant. The former owners are prob- 
ably complicating the housing situation in congested 
cities. It means sparsely settled communities with only a 
few owner-operators, where formerly there were numer- 
ous occupied homes, full of life and activity. The large 
acreage under one ownership is destructive to community 
life and community development. 

Admittedly production may not suffer, thouch the form 
of production may be less substantial that the diversified 
type which is a necessity on most small farms. 

It has often been said that in these days the people who 


live on the land and by the land are the last stronghold of 


sanity. They are in constant touch with the immutable 
laws of nature. They are still capable of awe at the 
majesty and power of natural forces, They deal in realities 
instead of theories and vague idealisms, They are closest 
to the root sources of everything by which man continues 
to live and move and have his being. 

For that reason it is sad to learn of any loss in farm 


| population, It removes people from an environment that 


is supposed to promote clear thinking and stability. It re- 
moves families of children from the best possible environ- 
ment of childhood. It weakens rural community life and 
discourages the social recreations which are the charac- 
teristics of well-settled districts. 

Perhaps this exodus from the farms is all part of this 
changing world to be chalked up to “progress” and the 
mechanical age, But the long term loss may outweigh any 
conceivable gain.—Vulcan Advocate
